Born in Toronto of Ukrainian parents, HELENA BOWKUN has performed 
in recital, on television, radio, and with orchestras in Canada, 
the United States, and France. Miss Bowkun studied piano and 
harpsichord with Greta Kraus, Pierre Souvairan and Anton Kuerti 
and received her Bachelor of Music in performance from the 
University of Toronto in 1974. During the summer months, the 
artist studied with Leon Fleisher, and with Philippe Entremont 
and Gaby Casadesus at the Académie Maurice Ravel in St. Jean 

de Luz. 


Since her debut with the Toronto Symphony, Miss Bowkun played 
not only the classical repertory in solo recitals, but also 
works such as Frank Martin's Petite Symphonie Concertante with 
the Hamilton Philharmonic and also championed works by Canadian 
Women Composers, including the world premiere of Dragon Bells 
by Alexina Louie in Toronto in October, 1979. 


Helena Bowkun has given joint recitals with the noted Canadian 
violinist Steven Staryk at Massey Hall in Toronto and at Glendon 
College, York University in an all-Bartok program, which was 
repeated in Vancouver for CBC Vancouver's centenary Bartok 
series and taped for rebroadcast on “Arts National". Miss 
Bowkun and Mr. Staryk have also recorded the William Walton 
Sonata for Piano and Violin for CBC recordings. 


Helena Bowkun gave her debut recital in New York City at the 
Merkin Concert Hall of the Abraham Goodman House. In 1982 

she was a winner of the Chalmers Award, and last summer toured 
in Paris, Switzerland and Rome.
